30 June 1952 




1. Reviewed with Mr. Saunders the budgets for Fiscal Years 1953 and 195U for 
DD/A’s Office. 

2. Advised the Director of the cut in our 19^ budget by_ 
ations Committee. Also informed him that Senator 0» Mahoney felt that there was 
nothing we could do about restoring the cut and that he realized he was supposed to 
have called the Director but had gotten busy and neglected to do so. I recommended 
to the Director that he call Congressman Mahon of the House Appropriations Committee , 
in an attempt to get some of the cut restored in conference. The Director later 
talked to Congressman Mahon who said that he irould do the best that he could. 

the Director subsequently with Mr. Fforzheimer at which time he instructed us to do 
the best that we could in conference through Congressman Mahon and try to insure that 
we were not cut more than fifteen per cent, or twenty per cent at the outside. 

Messrs. Pforzheimer and Saunders have been so instructed. 

3. The Director also talked with Congressman Mahon regarding the procurement 
of air conditioning equipment. The Congressman said that such procurement was all 
right with him but that he thought we ought to consult with Senators 0 Mahoney and 
Tabor. The Director said that he would call Senator Tabor tomorrow morning and ask- 
ed Mr. Pforzheimer to advise him when it would be convenient for Senator 0 Mahoney 2 sxia 
to talk with him.
